ANNUAL REPORT 


OK THE 

Archceological Department, Baroda State, 

for the year ending 31st July 1936. 


The Department continued its activities in the various lines on wliich 
it worked last year. No change took place in its 
personnel. During my absence on a short privilege 
leave, the Sub-Engineer, who was deputed by the P. W. Department for 
training in conservation of arclueological monuments, was placed in charge of 
the current duties of the office. The staff was strengthened by the appointment 
of a head clerk and a second clerk. Training was given to the graduate selected 
for the purpose in the various branches of arcluneology. 

2. Tours were taken to excavate the old sites examined last year and 
to list the monuments in the State as well as to pre- 
pare the estimates for repairs to some selected archieo- 
logical buildings. All the monuments in the Kherfilu tdluka of the Mehsana 
district scattered over some ninety villages have been listed. Altogether I was 
on tour for 72 days, and devoted 58 days for excavations at Amreli, Mula- 
Dvaraka and Kamrej. 


3. For want of funds no special work of conservation could be under- 
taken during the year under report. Decision, how* 
Conservation. been arrived at with regard to the conserva- 

tion of the two chief gates, namely, the Hira Gate and the Baroda Gate at Dabhoi 
and of the old temple at Vasai or ancient Kanakanagari near Dvaraka. 
Provision for the estimated cost of repairs of these important monuments has 
been made in the next annual budget and it is hoped that steps will be taken to 
get them repaired next year in accordance with the proposals made by me in 
my conservation notes. 
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4. His Highness the Maharaja Saheb during his stay in Europe last 

year was pleased to express a desire for putting up in 
fofZ’oto. a replica of one of the Atokan columns. The 

chief object of such noble ideas which His Highness 
has in view is to re-establish as far as possible the ancient plastic arts which 
llouristied in India during the reign of the far-famed Matirya Emperor A^oka 
the Great. His Highness wishes that the proposed column should be as similar 
to the prototype as possible, even in the characteristic polish. My opinion was 
invited, and I have suggested that a replica of the Laudia Nandaiigadh pillar, 
whicli is almost unrivalled for its gracefulness, be prepared in the same Chunfir 
stone of which the Ajiokan columns were generally made and set up in some 
suitable spot in the capital town of the State. 

5. In connection with the celebration of the Diamond Jubilee of His 

Highness tlie Maharaja Gaekwad’s reign an archaeo- 
Archaeological Exhibition, logical exhibition was arranged through this depart- 
ment. Specimens of ancient paintings on leather, wood, palm-leaves and paper, 
of wood carving and old metal work, and impressions of some important inscrip- 
tions in the Slate in Sanskrit, Arabic and Persian together with some otlier 

interesting antiquities, were secured and displayed with suitable descriptive 

labels in the rooms set apart for the purpose in the Rural Exhibition grounds. 
The art exhibits secured by the Department proved very attractive and many 
distinguished visitors were highly pleased to see them. Among the illustrated 
manuscripts displayed, the manuscript of the Kalpasillra from the hhandar 
in Devashah’s pada at Ahmadabad was the chief object of attraction in that 
it gives on its margins the representations of the principal mgas and rdgbiU and 
of the poses in different kinds of dances practised in ancient India. Their labels* 
are also given and this feature adds to its importance. The paintings in this 
valuable manuscript were executed in Gandhara near Cambay and consequently 
originated in Gujarat itself. The painted wooden tablets, measuring about 

40" X and representing some scenes in the life of the well-known 

Tirthankimiy Parsvanutha, formed another object of special attention. Such 
works are extremely rare, if not unique. They are preserved in the Atmaram 
Jiiana Mandir, Baroda, and belong to the Vikrama year 1425 ( 1368 A. D. ) as 
shown by one of the tablets which is dated. These and several other exhibits 
shown in the Arch^eological Section of the Exhibition are of Jaina origin and their 
technique as well as subject matter would indicate that the Jainas, especially the 
Svetiimbaras, had their own distinct art or school of painting which flourished in 
Gujarat during the pre-Miig//al days of Indian history. Some of these are 
shown in the illustrations reproduced in this report. (Plate I.) 
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6. About the time of Siddharaja, or say in the eleventli and twelfth 
centuries, the stone masons of Gujarat, using the term in a wide sense, produced 
some wonderfully carved or sculptured buildings, the remains of which are still to 
be found in the Baroda State. These are architectural gems and afford valuable 
material for the study of the history of Indian, especially Hindu, architecture. 
A fine example of an exquisitely carved stone arch of a tormui of about the 12th 
century A. D. was brought from Vadnagar in the Mehsana priiut of the Kaj 
and was erected in front of the rooms set apart for the Arclueological Exhibi- 
tion on raised masonry columns where it proved to be an object of great 
attraction. (Plate II.) 

7. The State Museum at Baroda possesses very important archmological 

exhibits of various kinds, and its numismatic section is 
the State Muf™n at Barodll! representative. It stands in need of scientific 

classilication and proper display of the exhibits with 
suitable labels. For want of space tlic specimens are now crowded together. 
A catalogue drawn on scientific lines is also needed for the whole section of 
Archteology. The Baroda Government has decided to build a special wing of 
the Museum which might liousc the archteological exhibits. It is hoped that this 
will be ready ere long and the different objects collected will then be properly 
displayed there. A move towards the preparation of the catalogue has already been 
made, and the copperplate inscriptions have mostly been studied and described. 
The earliest of these inscriptions is dated the 15th clay of the dark half of 
Vai^akha of the (Gupta) year 207 (=526-7 A. D.), the date being expressed in 
symbols. It is a record of the order issued by Dhriivasena I. from his capital 
Valabhi (the modern Vals) under which eight plots {kluimUu) of land and two 
wells in the village of Hariyanaka of the subdivision {aJiamui) of Hastavapra 
(or Hastakavapra) were granted to a Bnihniana. Hastavapra is now represented 
by the village of Hathab in tlie Bhavanagar* State. 

8. Of the unpublished inscriptions preserved in the Museum the copper- 
plate grants of Aparajitadeva, a Silahilra prince of Northern Kohkaiia, are the 
earliest. These are two sets of copperplates bearing the same date, viz. Saka 
year 915, Sunday the 15th day of the dark half of Srilvana. One records the 
grant of a field, and the other an orchard {arania) to the Brahmanu named 
Kolama on the occasion of the solar eclipse on that day. Only one otlier 
copperplate grant of this prince is known. It is incised on the Bh:idana plates 
and has already been published 2 . Of the stone inscriptions kept in the Museum 
the one of the Maharaja Sarangadeva of Anahilapura, which is dated in the

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Vikrama year 1348 ('=1291 A. D.)» is specially noteworthy. It is engraved on a 
large limestone slab which was found at Anavada near Patan. The stone 
measures 6' 6" x V and the inscribed portion measures approximately 

X P6". On the top of the stone there is a sculpture representing a cow with 
a calf, with its tail curled up, sucking her udder. In front of her there is a 
stand with a basket full of sweets and a ^ada with the handle turned down. Over 
her head there is the sun and over her back is a crescent. Behind her there is 
some indistinct object. Below this representation comes the inscription men- 
tioned above. It is written in Sanskrit and in Devanagari characters. Its object 
is to record that a revised tax was levied from the inhabitants of Palhanapura 
(apparently the present Palanpur) to defray the expenses of the tiaivedya, piljii, 
etc. of Lord Krishna installed there. The chief person through whom this im- 
position was announced was Pethada, the treasury othcer of Palhanapura, who 
was probably a Jaina. Several other names mentioned along with this name 
appear to be Jaina, though they are described as those of merchants. One is 
tempted to opine that this tax was a sort of poll-tax levied from the ‘vaniyas’ by 
the orders of Sarahgadeva who must have been a strong Vaishnava. The ‘fsiihas’ 
are both Jaina and Vaishnava; but as his name indicates, Sarangadeva must have 
been a zealous worshipper of Vishnu, otherwise there was hardly any need of 
imposing such a tax. Even now Palanpur is mostly Jaina. If this surmise is 
correct, the inscription would become still more interesting because of its 
religious or sectarian cliaracter. 

9. The other unpublished inscription requiring attention is from Korai, 
a village in the Karjan ialuka of the district of Baroda. This village lies on the 
bank of the Narmada and was the headquarters of the taluka. Its ancient name 
is said to have been Kulalapura (lit. the town of potters). Was it known for its 
pottery and the capital of prince Chandrahasa mentioned in the MahabharakCi^ It 
contains 23 lines of writing in Sanskrit and in Devanagari characters, the last line 
being written in the late Grantha script, showing that the writer was a Tamilian. 
It is curious that though he wrote in this script, the language employed is 
Sanskrit. It is a piasaati of Karnasirnha, who appears to have been the finance 
minister of king Udayasiiiiha whose description is given in 11. 4-9 which are too 
worn to be read. The preserved portion of the record informs us that Rama, 
the wife of Karnasirnha, had a stepped-well constructed in the village called Gupta- 
Varanasi on the northern bank of the river Narmada and named it Jnanavapi. 

10. There are several other records which will be noticed in the catalogue 
under preparation. The important inscriptions will be published in the form of 
a Memoir in which facsimiles will also be given.

12. Last year some ninety temples in the city of Baroda were inspected 

along with some other monuments in the State, and a 
List of Ancient Monu- preliminary list of them was prepared. This year a 
systematic survey of monuments has been taken up 
with a view to the preparation of a complete list of all the monuments situated in 
the Baioda State. As is done by the Archaeological Department of the 
Ciovernment of India, monuments will be divided into three classes. Those 
monuments which from their present condition or historical importance or 
arclKcological value ought to be maintained in permanent good order will be enter- 
ed in class I. Those monuments, which it is now only possible or desirable to 
save from further decay by such measures as the eradication of vegetation, the ex- 
clusion of water from the walls, and the like, will be placed in class II. Those 
monuments which from their advanced stage of decay or comparative unim- 
portance it is impossible or unnecessary to preserve will be shown in class III. 
The monuments of classes I and II will be further subdivided thus’ : — 

1(a) and II (a) ... Monuments owned and maintained by Govern- 
ment. 

I (b) and II (b) ... Monuments owned and maintained by private 
persons. 

I (c) and II (c) ... Monuments owned by private persons but main- 
tained by the owners and Government jointly or 
by the Government exclusively. 

13. To begin with, the monuments of the district of Mehsana have been 
taken up. This piwii contains very important archtcological remains or struc- 
tures, some of which can well be termed arclneological treasures of the State. 
The Sun temple at Modheni, the Rudramahrdaya (or the great temple of Rudra) 
at Siddhpur, the Rani Vav, the tomb of SIMh Farid, the Jami and the Gumadi 
masjidsiii Patan, the ioranas at Vadnagar, the Simak and the Kasani temples and 
the fine toiaija connected w’ith the now non-existent temple of Surya atPiludni are 
all situated in this praut. It is tnie that they are not very old, for they date 
from betw'een the 1 1th and the 14th centuries only, but their architectural 
importance cannot be overrated. 

14. The district of Mehsana was originally known as Kadi praniy the

which occurs in a stone inscription built into a stepped-well near the Ambaj! 
temple at Mehsana. This inscription is dated in the Vikrama year 1732, the Saka 
year 1596 and the Hijri year 1085 and is a bilingual record of the construction 
of the well by Sh.ih Gokaldas, son of Shilli Viraji and his pious wife Manabiii, of 
the Srimali community. Thus the name Mehsana has a different and 

very respectable import, meaning as it does the “Great Lord” and should not be 
understood in the inauspicious sense which is sometimes applied to it by the 
people. It is interesting to note that the name occurs as Mahi^anaka in an in- 
scription of V. S. 1697, which is incised on a marble statue of Siimatinatha, 
a Tlrthahkara^ recently excavated at Kalol in the same district. 

15, The old Analulapura which is now represented by the hamlet of 
Anavada was founded by Vanaraja in this very district. How prosperous this 
capital of Gujarat was can well be imagined from the account supplied by the 
kumarapalachaiila of Jinamandana. The extant remains stand witness to its 
former glory. Patan which is a subdivision of the district was the centre of the 
Svetambara Jainas in the time of the king Kuin;irprila. Even now this com- 
munity predominates in Patan. Very valuable bhaiujais or collections of Jaina 
and other manuscripts written on paper and palm-leaves are in their possession. 

16. In the Tarahga hill, which stands just outside tins priint, is a large cave 
containing Buddhist shrines of great significance, the existence of which shows 
that Buddhism must have had its votaries in this district though they were over- 
powered by their rivals, the Jainas. 

17. There are ten k'llukis and two pel/is in this important district of 
the State containing about 1000 villages in all. Khcnilu ialiika was selected 
for the year under notice and Mr. A. S. Gadrc, M. A., the scholar under 
training, was deputed to list the monuments in the Uditka. All of its 92 
villages were visited for the purpose. Only 34 out of these 92 villages possess 
monuments and they are one hundred and eleven in number. Out of them 88 
are Hindu, 15 Jaina, 5 Muhammadan and 3 Buddhist. Of these the Buddhist 
structures are the earliest, though mediaeval in origin. They are situated on 
the Taraiigii hill which stands on the border of, and outside, the Baroda territory 
and have consequently been left out of the list. In this connection it may not 
be irrelevant to note that the very name of the hill, viz., Tarahga, seems to 
commemmorate the Buddhist deity Tara. As I have shown elsewhere *, southern 
tradition records that during the reign of king Himasiitala of Kanchi (cir. 8th 
century A. D.) there arose a serious quarrel for supremacy bstween the Jainas and 
the Buddhists. The latter wanted to establish themselves in Southern India but

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were overcome together with their goddess Tara. The same thing might have 
happened in Gujarat as well, and Tara together with Buddhism might have 
been ousted by the Jainas after the 9th or 10th century A. D. The inscription on 
the pedestal of the Tara (locally known as Dharam Mata) image is assignable, 
on palaeographic grounds, to the 8th or 9th century A. D. The prevalence of 
Buddliism before the spread of Jainism in Gujarat and Kathiawad is strongly 
evidenced by the Valabhi grants wherein wc find that in the 6th and 7tli centu- 
ries of the Christian era the Valabhi rulers made grants of villages, etc. to 
Buddhist viUanis and to Brahmanas. There is no mention of the Jainas in these 
documents. The Jaina texts however speak of the Jaina assembly at Valabhi in 
the reign of king Dhriivascna. The decline of Buddhism in the 8th century pro- 
bably gave a helping hand to Jainism which prospered on the former’s fall. This 
would indicate lliat there were Jainas also, but not predominant in these parts. 
Later on they got the upper hand and succeeded in routing and superseding 
their rivals, tlie Buddhists. This will account for the absence of Buddhist remains 
of later times in these tracts.^ 

18. The toninas at Vadnagar have been described by Burgess and 
Cousens. They are of about the time of Siddharaja, the famous ruler of Gujarat 
and the earliest among those appearing in the list. 

19. Of those monuments which have now been listed, 14 come under the 
lieading I (a) and 9 under I (b), for they possess sufficient importance to warrant 
their being kept in permanent good order at State expense. Twelve may be 
classed as II (b) and tlie rest as III. Their names in order of the above classi- 
fication are as follows: —

20. In this list some of the archicological remains lying at Vadnagar and 
Klienllu require special mention which may be briefly made here. The sculp- 
tures at the village of Sobhasana may also be noticed in passing. The latter arc 
called palias but appear to be representatives of an aboriginal deity, locally 
called Jiolo-deva. If a conjecture can be hazarded, this devinity may be some 
god of rain whose aid was sought at the time of draught. The name Jiolo may 
3 
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be the tadbhava of the Sanskrit term Jlvaloka signifying ‘animal kingdom’. And 
the god of rain is the chief, the deva, of the living beings. In the figures lying in the 
field named after him he seems to be shooting at the demons of draught, as do 
the divinities at the demons of darkness in the case of the solar deity mentioned 
below. It is significant that this deity is worshipped by the villagers in the month 
of Ashadha (]une-July) when his help is most needed. 

21. The town of Vadnagar possesses very tine architectural remains of 

, which the toranas, or the gateways and the stambhas 

or carved pillars are the most important. They have 
been described with illustrations by Burgess and Cousens in their Architectural 
Antiquities of Northern Gujarat ( pp. 82-92; plates LVIII-LXIX ). Kumarapala, 
the well-known Solanki ruler of Gujarat, fortified it for the sake of its Brahmana 
(Nagara) residents as stated in the prasasti by Sripala, the court poet'. The 
account of it given by Abu-’l Fazl in the *Aln~i-Akbarl would also show that the 
majority of the residents of Vadnagar were Brahmanas. He describes Vadnagar 
as ‘a large and ancient city and containing 3,000 pagodas, near each of which is a 
tank; it is chiefly inhabited by Brahmans’. The royal favour enjoyed by the Bnih- 
manas (Nagaras) of Vadnagar in the time of Kumarapala, as videnced by Sripala, 
continued to be experienced by them in the reign of Muzafar Shah II. ( cir. 
1520 A. D.) The Nagara Brahmanas have two main divisions, the Vadnagarus 
and the Visnagaras. Visnagar is situated about eight miles to the south-west of 
Vadnagar and is more prosperous nowadays on account of its trade in brass and 
copper vessels. It is the chief town of the tdluka of that name. Vadnagar has 
now only one Vadnagara Nagara family and that, too, is represented by one male 
member only 

22. The monuments found at Vadnagar are specially interesting in that they 
are exquisitely carved and are designed in accordance with the injunctions of the 
treatises on Mlpa. The fort wall of Vadnagar, as will be learnt from the Sanskrit 
inscription in the Arjan Bari gate, probably belongs to the time of Kumarapala, 
the well-known Jaina ruler of Gujarat, who succeeded Siddharaja in the year 
1143 A. D. The inscription^ says that the rampart was built by the said 
Chalukya king in the Vikramayear 1208 (=1151 A. D.). Vadnagar is believed to be 
the original home of the Nagaras, the chief section of the Brahmanas of Gujarat. 
Its Sanskrit name is Vriddhanagara, meaning the advanced or prosperous town. 
Anandapura seems to have been another name of it. The well-known Chinese 
pilgrim Hieun Tsang in his travels^ mentions it under the name of Anandapura

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(0-nan-to-pu-lo.) and finds ‘some ten Sangbaramas with less than one thousand 
priests’ who studied the Hinayana of the Sammatlya school and ‘several tens of 
Deva temples’ in it. As pointed out by Cunningham^ , Badapura or Barpur is 
a variant and it was a dependency of Malwa during tlie time of the pilgrim’s visit 
to India. This Anandapura is evidently different from the Anandapura founded 
by the Chudasama Ananda in the Vikrama year 1124 (=1067 A. D.), but must 
be identical with the homonymous town mentioned in the Valabhi grants. Tlie 
late Dr. Fleet 2 , however, identified it with tlie modern Anand, the chief town of 
the Anand tiiluka^ about 21 miles south-east of Kaira. Fleet’s identification is 
supported by the fact that Khetaka, the modern Kaira or Khecla itself is mention- 
ed in the Alina^ copperplate inscription of Siladitya VII dated in tlie year 447 
of the Gupta era. But the prosperity of Anandapura would lead one to identify it 
with Vadnagar. The tract between the Mahi and the Sabaramati was under the 
Valabhi rulers in the 7th and also in the 8th century. But Vadnagar is not very 
far off, (less than a hundred miles to the north) ; so it is not impossible tliat the 
Anandapura of the Valabhi grants was Vadnagar especially because it was a 
fairly important locality. 

23. Vadnagar possesses several sculptures lying in the Sitala Mata temple 
compound and the Ajapala or Ajayapala Immla. Of these, specially noteworthy 
are those which represent the various avataras of Vishnu, including the Buddha. 
These avataras are briefly enumerated by Jayadeva in his Gliaj^iovinda. The 
inclusion of Buddha in its pantheon is a very noteworthy example of the assimi- 
lative or absorptive power of early Hinduism. The use of the interjection ahaha^ 
by Jayadeva in his well known work, the Glta^ovinda, is very pertinent — the 
Buddha who denounced the sacrificial texts of the Vedas becomes an avatdra of 
Vishnu who had to incarnate himself as a fish for the preservation of the Vedas- 
^'Veddn-uddhamte’\ This assimilation is not exclusively Hindu, for the Buddhists 
and the Jainas also had recourse to it. Possibly the Buddhists took more from 
the Hindus than the Hindus from them. The reason perhaps was that they had 
become weakened, and their faith in their own divinities began to waver, and 
this was necessarily in the interests of their religion. This point has been 
elaborated by me elsewhere.^

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24. The other noteworUiy panel at the hinda is the one that represents 
the Seven Sages, Arundhati, the devoted wife of Vasishtha, and the divine cow, 
Kamadhenu. The panel depicting a fight between an elephant and a horse 
might stand for some historical episode, unless it were a mere architectural 
device for decorating the structure. 

25. The Hatakeslvara Mahudeva temple is sacred to the Nagara Brahmanas. 
It enshrines Siva known as Hatakeilvara, the Lord of gold, who is their tutelary 
deity. It is elaborately carved and has some subsidiary temples round it. The 
smaller temple called Ka 5 iivitlve^?vara, standing in the compound, is said to be 
older than the main shrine. Several sculptures are to be seen on the outer walls 
of the main temple. They represent the Nmui-^irahas, the Dik-palas, the chief 
gods of the Hindu pantheon and some scenes from the life of Krishna and 
the Panejavas. 

26. The rampart which ran round Vadnagar and was built by Kumarapala, 
as stated above, has a gateway which is now called Arjan Bari. In all probability 
it is of late origin. Two inscribed slabs are built into it, one above the other. 
On the lower one is engraved the proiUisii of Sripala, mentioned above. The 
other bears a record written in Arabic script with a Devanagari transcript 
interlined. The stone on which it is incised in relief does not form part of the 
slab bearing the prasasfi. The date recorded in it refers to the building 
of the gateway in much later days. 

27. Kherulu, the chief town of the taluka of that name must have been an 

„ , . . important locality in earlier times. Several well

executed sculptures which he in it stand as witnesses of 
its former prosperity. The great Vaishnava saint Vallabhacharya is said to have 
dwelt in it, and the temple of Gosainji, which it possesses, is supposed to have been 
founded by him. By far the most important sculpture to be seen here is the 
image of the solar deity with his consorts. (Plate III). It is a group of three 
images cut in relief out of a white marble slab, the central figure measuring about 
and the flanking images, each about 2^x1^ According to the inscrip- 
tion incised on the pedestal of the central image, these sculptures were set up in 
the Vikrama year 1293 ( =1236 A. D. ). Several such images are to be seen in 
Pcitan and other places. They would indicate that sun-worship was popular 
in North Gujarat about the 1 Ith century of the Christian era. The Sun temple 
at Modheni, we know, was built about the same time. 

28. The main or the central image represents the Sun-god in his usual form, 
i. e., standing with the stalk of a full blown lotus in each of his two hands. The 
head is adorned with a conical crown or karatida~mukuta. The neck and the 
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chest are profusely decorated with various jewels. The upper part of the 
body, though bare, gives the impression of being clothed in a bodice on account 
of the ornaments shown like a kancluika which he wears in accordance with 
his dhydna. The waist and the thighs are also decorated with ornaments placed 
in the form of a dhoU. The legs and the feet are covered with long boots whicli 
characterise his representation and are suggestive of the northern (Sansk. 
andlchya) element in them. The eyes are large and prominent and look like 
those seen in the paintings of the Jaina Tlrthankaras. Above tlie centre of the 
eye-brows a small circular mark is to be seen which resembles the ilrnd mark of 
the later images of the Buddha. At each side of the god is shown a diminutive 
figure of a female with a bow strung to shoot arrows. They represent Ushns and 
Pratyusha^i, busy in dispelling darkness by their arrows. The pose in which 
they are shown is full of vigour, action and realism. On each side of the lower 
part, i.e., by the sides of the legs, there is a male as well as a female figure. 
Those on the right side represent Pingala and Nikshubha, while those on the left side 
are the images of Dandi and Rajiii respectively. These figures arc drawn in 
accordance with the dhyCinas such as are given in the A^uipiirdm, the 
Matsyapiirdna, the Briliaiscwihitd, etc. The' relevant texts are quoted 
below for ready reference : -

The flanking figures on the right and the left side of the principal image 
stand for the chief consorts of the solar deity. They hold the stalk of a full 
blown lotus and a mdtulunga in their hands. The small figure to their left and 
right must be the representations of these very divinities presenting them in a 
diminutive form^ as is done in the case of Buddhist figures such as Manchi. The 
sculpture standing to the extreme lower left side with folded hands and a conch 
in front seems to represent the pious donor. The inscription incised on the 
pedestal of the central image reads

29. There are two other noteworthy sculptures lying at Kheralu. One is 
of black marble and represents Vishnu standing and holding his well-known 
emblems of Kaumodaki, Sudarslana, Panchajanya, and a lotus, this last emblem 
being held in the riglit lower hand which is extending in the varada pose. It is 
of the usual type and is known by the name of Ranchhodji according to the 
epithet which has been given to Krishna on account of his leaving the battlefield 
before Kalayavana^ . The other sculpture is a leogryph ridden by a dwarf and 
attacked by a lady. Both are well preserved, and possess considerable artistic 
merit.

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30. Mandrapur is a village lying some three miles to the north ot Kheralu.

temp“farMrndrapu^*^*™ Mahadeva. The tradition current amonf> the villagers 
says that it was built from the remains of an earlier 
structure. Orientation to the west is rather unusual. This temple of Dugdlre- 
ilvara Mahadeva is a sikhata shrine having a sabha-iftamiapa surmounted by a 
dome which rests on twelve pillars and enshrines Nandi, the well-known vahana 
of Siva. The ^arbha-^riha has the lin^am with a five-hooded na^a behind and 
a marble image of Pilrvati in a niche in the wall at the back. The exterior of the 
temple is exquisitely carved as will be seen in the accompanying photograph. 
(Plate IV). It is built in accordance with the canons of the Hindu silpa-sdstms and 
supplies a good illustration for the study of the latter. The figures carved on it 
represent various subjects. Some are Hindu divinities, some female dancers, while 
others are nude and amorous. The latter might have been inspired by the sculp- 
tures like those in the Orissan temples, the Black Pagoda at Konarak or the 
great temple of Jagannutha at Puri. The date when this temple was constructed 
is not known but in all probability it is contemporary with the toranas of 
Vadnagar and so assignable to about the 12th century A. D. 




PART II. 




Exploration 

L. During the year under review I explored three sites, namely, Ainreli, 
Mula-Dvaraka, and Kamrej. Two of these, viz., the 
ites exp ore . Amreli and Mula-Dvaraka sites, were examined last 

year. Work was continued at those places. The third site, viz., Kilmrej, was a 
new selection. My operations have proved fruitful and interesting relics were 
secured from all these places. 


32. Kamrej lies on the left bank of the Tapi river. It was 
known as Kamanc to Ptolemy^ , the ancient Egyptian 
^ ' astronomer and geographer who made his observations 

while residing at Alexandria during the first half of the 2nd century A. D. In 
some of the copperplate inscriptions it figures as Kamanijja. The Rashtrakuta 
grants from Navsari^ , dated Saka year 836 (914 A.D.) and belonging to the reign 
of Narendradeva (Indra III), refer to it as a place in Lata or southern Gujanit:- 

It was an important trade centre and port during the first centuries of the 
Christian era and even earlier. On account of its silt the Tapi is not navigable 
now and Kamrej has been superseded by Surat for the purpose of maritime 
trade. The site is largely under water owing, apparently, to the river having 
changed its course. It abounds in old relics of a minor nature. Some of the 
bhaiigls of Kamrej know the site so thoroughly that they can dig at places where 
they are sure to find antiquities, especially coins, whenever they stand in need of 
a little boMsIil^. Kamrej has a hotel-keeper, who rewards these bhafigls for 
bringing their finds to him. The rate of his reward is one cup of tea for a good 
copper coin and two cups of tea for a good silver piece, and so on ! In this way 
he has collected a large number of good old coins most of which he has made 
over to me for study and preservation in the State Museum. A list of these is 
given in the sequel. While exploring the site I engaged some of these bhangls 
and succeeded in recovering several old pieces which are awaiting cleaning and

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decipherment. The present collection of coins from this site contains several 
Karshapams or punch-marked pieces, both copper and silver, and AvantI or 
Ujjain coins. Among the latter there are pieces with marks or symbols which are 
not usually met with. These are detailed in the numismatic section of the report. 
Here I may mention only a few. In the Avanti coins which are the earliest, 
excepting the punch-marked pieces which are of the usual type, we notice one 
specimen which has the bars attached to the ends of the cross-bars of a Svastika 
turned to the left, and not to the right as is usually the case. This turn to the left 
is considered inauspicious. See coin No. 73 in the list of the Kamrej coins below. 
In the Kshatrapa coins we notice a lead piece of Svami Rudrasena III having a 
hihlla or trident shown to the left of the chaitya symbol on its reverse. One 
unidantified specimen of the same dynasty is a piece showing on the 
obverse a six-arched chaitya with a crescent at the top and on the reverse, the 
sun with rays at the centre and a legend in Brahmi characters around it. The 
legend, though imperfect, shows the letters rajho Mahakshaira(pa) distinctly. 
vSee coin No. 129 in the list. Some of the coins secured from Kamrej appear to 
be new and unassignable. Details will be found in the list of coins appended 
below. 


Kamrej Excavations. 


33. On this site there exists an old well which remains under water when 
the river is in high flood. I tried to clear it out this 
year, but had to stop work after going to a depth of 
some 8 feet only on account of the volume of water which welled up from 
below. The coins and other remains are found near this well and obviously it 
must mark some important spot. The high mound overhanging the well still 
contains remnants of ancient structures. Old residents of Kamrej remember to 
have seen walls on this mound which have now fallen into the river. During the 
Muhammadan ascendency the whole mound was surrounded by a deep ditch 
filled with water, from the Tapi, turning it into an island and a stronghold. I 
excavated a portion of the top of this mound in December 1935 and found a 
large earthen pot, an iron agricultural tool, a dagger, a pair of scissors, large 
bricks (17i" x 10" x 2^"), a small coloured pot, potsherds and remains of walls. 


34. The stone image found from the site just on the left bank of the Tapi, 
Finds from Ksmrej. though small and incomplete is interesting and 
reminds us of some clay figurines recovered from some 
of the old sites like that of Pataliputra. It is a standing human figure having a 
bundle at the back, and luxuriant hair dressed like that of the Baloch or Brahui 
tribes. The head-dress looks conical. The face has been obliterated. The cir- 
clets in front and on the bundle give an idea of a garland of skulls. What the 
subject is cannot be ascertained but its great age is certain. The other figure is 
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fragmentary. It is of baked clay and represents the upper half of a woman 
with prominent breasts, and thick combed hair. The small figure of 
Gane^a (?), which was also found here, is carved in a yellowish stone. The pro* 
tuberent belly and the ears of an elephant are clear, but not the trunk or the 
hands. He sits in the usual oriental fashion and his dwarfish legs are distinctly 
seen in front below the large abdomen. The head-dress is disproportionate and 
curiously shaped. The accompanying photograph will give an idea of these 
figurines and render further description unnecessary. (Plate V). 


35. As has been stated in the last year's report the site of Mula-Dvaraka 
was selected for exploration with a view to locate the 
ancient Dvaravati of the Maliubharata. My impres-

sion about this locality and the Dvaraka par excel- 
lence has already been indicated, and 1 need not repeat what I have stated in this 
respect elsewhere. I continued the excavation work here in the beginning of the 
month of June. Trenches were taken round the solitary shrine, and I succeeded 
in opening the remains of three different earlier structures built on the remains 
of still more ancient ones, as shown in the sectional drawing accompanying this 
report. (Plato VI). Two trenches were taken towards the north-west at a distance 
of about forty-six yards from this shrine, which revealed tlie basements of two 
different shrines. One had yellowish plaster of chunam all round the exterior. The 
centre of it seems to have been exploited by treasure-seekers who had sunk a 
pit about the middle. The other basement comprised a platform measuring 
X lO'-lO". A stone figure of Maruti, much worn and with its face chipped 
off, was secured lying by the side of it. The exterior of these plat- 
forms was also covered with chunam. These basements are built just above the 
rock on which the site of Miila-Dvaraka lies, and on the lowest end of the 
western slope. To the north-east of these trenches there is a small platform with 
a stone image of Ganejla placed on it. This is on a higher level and apparently 
later in origin. The other two structures do not appear to be of a date later 
than about the 9th century A. D. A small basement was opened under the 
sands just on the seashore. These remains would indicate that cn this side of the 
rock there were buildings which were occupied about the early medieval period. 
Towards the north of this side of the rock there are remains of buildings, a tank 
and a stepped-well of sweet water, which are clear vestiges of old habitations in 
the locality. 


36. The excavations to the east and the south of the solitary shrine, 
marked S, were carried to a depth of feet on the east and of 12 feet on the 
south, after removing a huge mass of sand deposit. The walls found are made 
of large boulders in the case of the lowermost structures, and of stones and 
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bricks in the case of the upper ones. In front of S a concrete pavement cover- 
ing the earlier remains was found along with bases of pillars, the remains 
of a kitchen, a hearth and a drain as well as earthen pots. A raised seat 
by the side of a wall in one of the rooms was also opened. The hollow 
made in it would indicate that there had been a statue fixed here which had 
been removed. Such remains would show that the structure to which they 
belong was a temple which had a kitchen attached to it for the preparation of 
mohatiabho^a. Tlie exact nature of these structures, however, remains uncertain; 
further digging will, it is hoped, elucidate it. The lower steps found in front 
of the shrine S make it clear that the earlier sanctuary — in all probability it was 
such — also faced cast. On account of the sacredness of a spot, buildings are 
constructed on the remains of earlier ones. Otherwise there would be no need 
to stick to one and the same plot, especially when it has once been polluted. 
This practice was common to the Buddhists as well. They covered the old remains 
and built new ones on them : we see this done at Nalanda and other places. 
This tliey term paricJichhadatia. The southern side of the shrine seems to have 
been important. Here I secured a triple head of a strong iron lance and six 
fragments of some thick iron weapon, probably used in war, lying in debris full 
of brickbats. The portion of a large stone pillar, 2'-3" in diameter, also unearth- 
ed from the debris, is indicative of the existence of important buildings on this 
site. There must have been a large pillared structure here. Whether the pillars 
which supported it were swallowed up by the sea, or were taken away or 
destroyed by the ruthless hand of the invader, we cannot say. People have 
seen foundations in the sea on the east side of the rock on which these remains 
of Mula-Dvaraka now stand. This leads us to surmise that things have entirely 
changed here, that the eastern side of this rock was inhabited in earlier 
days, and that remains of the hoary past are lying under water. The remains 
found on the shore opposite the P. W. D. rest house, known by the name of 
Sikodari Mata, and further east near the mouth of the Singovada, believed to 
represent tlie old Nyankumati, where I opened a stepped-well of sweet water 
this year, lead to the same conjecture. 

37. Excavations were continued at the Gohilwad Umbo outside the town 
of Amreli. The site is fairly extensive, and the 
. mre i excavations. remains found would show that it was inhabited about 

the early centuries of tiie Christian era. This site being situated between two 
rivulets, the Thcbi and the Vadi, must have been a sort of stronghold, especially 
when the streams now largely silted up were deeper. Some of the remains 
unearthed on the south side are sepulchral and obviously belong to burials. 
The northern and the w’^estern sides of the mound have revealed earthen pots 
full of ashes which seem to be crematorial. Last year three graves were opened 
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and human skeletons were found in them. This year several pots full of ashes 
or burnt charcoal or both were opened on the north side. Large boulders were 
found to cover the ashes. Under the cart-track between the eastern and the 
western parts of the mound heaps of ashes were dug out. The ground above 
them emitted a metallic sound and was hollow. W’hether these ashes were 
connected with cremations cannot be stated definitely, for they have not yet 
been analysed. Coins were also found along with bones. These are mostly of 
the Kshatrapas. One good coin of Rudradaman secured here bears the date 
13(6). A clear specimen of the silver coin of Kumaragupta, the Gupta Emperor 
(415 to 455 A. D ) has also been found here, the legend on which runs : — 
^\,Mija-srl-~Kumarafiupta.».*\ Besides these, lead coins have also been excavated 
from this site. The specimens found so far are mostly defaced. Those that are 
to some extent clear are Kshatrapa. 

The thin flat lead pieces found here would lead to the surmise that lead 
coins were made in this locality. It would be interesting if these lead pieces finally 
prove to be Andhra. Coins of different periods excavated practically at the same 
level would show that it is not always safe to draw chronological inferences on 
mere numismatic grounds. The proximity of the two rivers, the Thebi and the 
Vadi, in this case might be responsible for the change of the levels. Water 
can cut through and carry with it antiquities of a later habitation. Other- 
wise the finding of early Kshatrapa and Gupta pieces on the same level cannot 
be explained. 

38. Promiscuous relics of a minor nature have been found on this site. 
They are terracotta figurines, inkpots, earthen lamps or d/as, beads, fakalls or 
spinning whorls, stone figures, earthen pots, large bricks, fragments of conch 
bangles with various artistic designs and grinding mills, etc. The clay figurines 
are both Brahmanical and Buddhist. Under the latter category only two 
small images have so far been secured. Both are fragmentary. One is 
of a Bodhisattva and the other of a Buddha. The Brahmanical 
figures are of Ganesla and Mahishasuramardini. Some of the finds are 
apparently not religious. One of them, a seated male in mourning, is a very life- 
like representation. These are shown in the accompanying photograph. (Plate 
VII). The bangle pieces are especially noteworthy. The carving which 
they bear is very artistic, as will be seen in the accompanying illustration. (Plate 
VIII a). The remaining portions of conches from which the bangles were 
carved have also been found. These pieces of bangles were recovered from diffe- 
rent depths. So far no complete specimen has been found, and it would appear that 
the bangles had been broken intentionally. If they were broken intentionally they 
must have been worn by women who became widows and had to get them broken 
A 
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and removed in token of their widowhood. The custom of breaking the bangles 
or chudls of widows still continues among the Hindus, especially the higher castes. 
Otherwise the fragments would be due to breakages in the course of manufacture. 
The other possible cause seems to be — and this is more plausible — that the 
whole locality suffered from a merciless persecution in which all the belongings 
of the people attacked were smashed and destroyed. No definite opinion, how* 
ever, is possible at present. But the large haul of these fragmentary bangles and 
the remaining portions of conches is indicative of a local industry in these articles. 
They have not yet been chemically examined, but it is presumed that they are 
made of conch shell, the more so because cut pieces of what are clearly conches 
have also been recovered along with them. They resemble pieces of ivory and 
might be taken for such. One will not wonder if they were also passed as ^ibha ' ! 

39. On the eastern side of the site some walls of bricks have also been found. 
Some of these are built two bricks thick, others of one brick only. In the case 
of the double walls the interval between the ranges of bricks had been filled 
in with mud. The single brick walls were apparently partition walls. Pre- 
sumably these walls belong to residential quarters. On this side also several 
coins were found. If there was a bangle factory here, the find of coins can at 
once be explained, 

^0. On the northern side a solid brick structure has been found. It is 
square in plan, each side measuring SY, The large bricks of which it is made 
measure 18" x 13" x 3". A shaft sunk at the centre of this structure revealed 
the deposit of carved bangle pieces, conches, charcoal, a piece of gold leaf and 
coloured glazed pottery pieces. At the bottom, which was reached at a depth 
of some twenty-two feet from the top, a small spring covered with a boulder 
was found. These finds would indicate that the structure was a sepulchre, or 
satnadhi of some lady of position who died without male issue (putra). The 
samddhi was constructed on the fountain to give peace to her soul, which an 
aputra according to Hindu ideas would not get. The practice of putting effigies 
of persons, who die without male issue, near tanks, wells, springs, rivers or 
streams still continues among the Hindus, The underlying idea apparently 
was that the proximity of water would go to soothe the burning heart of an 
aptitnh although there was no male issue to offer water during the obsequial 
rites and thereby quench the thirst of the unfortunate soul. 

41. The way in whicli the bricks of this structure have fallen would 
indicate that the locality had suffered from some seismic catastrophe, which 
must have been also responsible for the fact that objects of different periods 
were found mixed up in the debris, and at levels not corresponding with those 
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periods. The off-sets at the bottom or the lower side would indicate that in 
earlier daj^s the surface level was much lower than it is now. Had this not 
been the case, the ornamentation of the structure at a depth of eight feet from 
the present surface would have no justification. Further excavation will throw 
more light on the history of this locality. A list of the finds recovered from 
the excavations is given below. The fact that most of these relics are broken 
suggests either that the site was affected by a severe earthquake or that it 
suffered very badly at the hands of a ruthless invader who took special care 
to break every article that came in his way. Valabhi is not far from Amreli, 
being some 43 miles to the east. It was attacked from the sea by the Arabs 
some time between 750 and 770 A. D., as narrated by Alberuni^ and the Arab 
historians of Sind.2 These Arab invaders were zealous iconoclasts and there is 
no wonder if they smashed every article in this area which was inhabited by 
the idolatrous whom they abhorred.

The following thirty-four lead pieces are very much defaced and conse- 
quently their attribution is only problematical. They, however, resemble the 
lead coins of the Kshatrapa ruler Svami Rudrasena III in shape and weight. 
But as similar square lead coins belonging to some Andhra kings, as will be 
seen from the account given by Rapson \CAK. PI. VIII. 221, 227.), are also 
known, it is not impossible that these pieces mjg))t be Andhra. That one 
Andhra ruler at least, namely, Gotamiputra Sri Satakarni held sway over 
Kfithiawad is shown by the Nasik Cave Inscription of Bala^rl. Mo square lead 
coins of this king are known. In consideration of these facts these 34 coins under 
notice are classed as Kshatrapa and not as Andhra pieces. If any lead pieces 
which are decidedly of Andhra origin were found from this site, this view will 
have to be reconsidered.
